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WHILE no new principle was laid down by the 
United States Supreme Court in the decision rendered 
the other day in the case of Texas versus the National 
and Southern Oil companies, there is considerable sig- 
nificance in the manner in which an established, but 
still imperfectly understood principle has been ap- 
plied by the court in this interesting suit, viz., that a 
corporation licensed in accordance with the principle 
of comity to enter and do business in any state must 
obey the laws of that state and respect the express 
and implied conditions of the permit. It cannot assert 
privileges superior to those enjoyed by “domestic” 
corporations, nor does it acquire vested rights in the 
patronage and business of the state. 








AccorDING to the New York Times, there is dan- 
ger of a shortage in the supply of gasolene. The of- 
ficials of the Standard Oil Company says that gasolene 
should not be used for power and heating where other 
products of petroleum will do as well, for gasolene is 
only a by-product, and at present prices is unprofitable 
to make except as such: We doubt if the Standard 
Oil officials have spent many sleepless nights worry- 
ing over the increased demand for one of their by- 
products. It was not so very long ago that the com- 
pany was obliged to destroy the gasolene, as there was 
practically no use for it. Now the call is so great that 
prices have heen increased, probably making the sale 
of this by-product a very profitable part of the busi- 
ness. We have seen it stated that from 8 to 12 per 
cent of the result of the refining process are naphthas, 
from which about 50 per cent of gasolene can be re- 
fined. On that basis the amount of gasolene produced 
from petroleum would be 6 per cent or under. Our 
New York contemporary says the dealers are over- 
stocked with kerosene, paraffine and lubricating oils, 
but are short on gasolene. Possibly they might find a 
larger market for the articles of which they have too 
great a stock if they would reduce the price, taking 
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advantage of the economic law that a lower price in- 
creases consumption. 








FRANK. A. VANDERLIP, vice-president of the Na- 
tional City Bank of New York, has struck a note 
which the best wishers of the country can only hope 
will find a responsive chord in quarters which are 
capable of giving force to his suggestion. “I believe,” 
says Mr. Vanderlip, “our millionaires can spend their 
money to no better advantage than to build and equip 
a great school of commerce and to maintain it on a 
parity with our best universities.” The suggestion is 
in reply to a statement made by Consul-General 
Mason, at Berlin, that Germany no longer fears Amer- 
ican industrial competition, and that unless America 
takes more interest in the education of her young men 
who intend to follow commercial and industrial pur- 
suits this country cannot hope to maintain supremacy 
over Germany. Few will dissent from Mr. Vander- 
lip’s conclusion that the lack in America is due to the 
failure of those who are expected to lead in the fight 
for industrial supremacy to prepare themselves proper- 
ly for the fray. 








IF EVERY piece of machinery and every man in a 
manufacturing plant is not working to full capacity the 
business suffers. 

If the output could be increased from ten to twenty 
per cent upon the present working basis the increase 
in profit would in many cases be proportionately very 
large.

A slightly increased demand, calling for full time 
on the part of every machine and every man, often 
means the success and prosperity of a business. 

It means the difference between a large dividend and 
a small one. 

Sometimes it means the difference between success 
and failure. 

Steady, intelligent advertising will make the demand 
anything you wish it to be, as has been proved time 
and again. It’s much pleasanter to add new facilities 
and build new factories to take care of the demand 
than it is to turn out limited quantities of goods for 
which there seems to be no market. 








More than one billion pounds of coffee, valued at 88 
million dollars, came into the United States last year, 
practically all for the use of the people of the United 
States. The total quantity of coffee imported from 
foreign countries during the year, as shown by figures 
recently issued by the Department of Commerce and 
Labor through its Bureau of Statistics, was 1,112,- 
703,540 pounds, valued at $87,427,099, and from 
Porto Rico, 2,391,524 pounds, and from the Hawaiian 
Islands, 1,827,491 pounds. . The total value of the cof- 
fee from these two island divisions of the United 
States being $515,852, bringing the total quantity of 
coffee brought into the country up to 1,117 million 
pounds, and the value to 88 million dollars. During 
the same period (the calendar year 1904) there was 
exported from the United States 64,256,947 pounds of 
coffee of foreign production, valued at $6,468,592, so 
that the consumption of coffee during the year was 
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approximately 1,053 million pounds, valued at about 
81 million dollars. The figures of the world’s pro- 
duction of coffee in the coffee year 1903-4, which has 
just reached the Bureau of Statistics, show that the 
coffee exported from the various producing countries 
of the world, and therefore the quantity entering the 
world’s markets during that year, was, in round terms, 
2,260 million pounds, or barely double the quantity 
brought into the United States alone during the calen- 
dar year 1904. It may therefore be said, in general 
terms, that the United States consumes practically one- 
half of the coffee entering the world’s markets, since 
our importations of coffee in 1904 amounted to prac- 
tically one-half of the coffee exported by all the coffee- 
producing countries of the world, and more than 94 
per cent of that importation was retained in the United 
States for consumption by her people. That the 
United States exceeds by far any other nation as a 
consumer of coffee is apparent from the fact already 
stated that it consumes practically one-half the coffee 
of the world. 








THE recent action of the German Reichs- 
New tag in ratifying the new commercial 
oo treaties with Russia, Austria-Hungary, 
Italy, Switzerland, Belgium, Roumania 
and Servia completes the work of preparation of a new 
German tariff on which the government of the empire 
has been engaged since 1897. The new tariff law will 
go into effect some time between January 1 and July 1, 
1906, and will remain in force at least until the end of 
1917. The German tariff consists of a double set of 
duties ; the “general” rates, which received the sanction 
of law December 25, 1902 (though it has not been put 
into force as yet), and the “conventional,” or those ar- 
rived at by means of bargaining with foreign countries 
and embodied in treaties or “conventions” such as the 
ones described below. Not all the rates in the general: 
tariff are reduced in the conventional; those that are, 
are made in consideration of equivalent concessions by 
other countries. While the different countries are 
each trying to secure, through their negotiations, lower 
rates of import duties on those articles in which their 
industries excel, the combined conventional rates 
agreed upon with the different parties to the treaties 
are made applicable alike to all the countries enjoying 
the benefits of the “most-favored-nation” treatment. By 
that is meant in Europe that the nation enjoying such 
privilege can not be subjected to higher import duties 
on its products than those levied on similar products 
coming from other countries. 

The new German tariff may therefore be regarded 
now as completed, but by the terms of the agreements 
with the different governments the new rates will only 
take effect some time between January 1 and July 1, 
1906. They are to remain in force until December 31, 
1917, except in the case of Austria-Hungary, the treaty 
with which may be abrogated as early as December 31, 
1915, if notice to. that effect be given one year in ad- 
vance. Should the treaties with the other countries 
not be denounced before the end of the year 1917, one 
year’s previous notice of their termination may be 
given by either party to the agreement at any time 
thereafter.

To the Editor :—Some time ago we wrote to you for the 
names of manufacturers of furniture frames, and you kindly 
furnished a list of Chicago houses. You stated at the time 
that some of these firms did not consider it necessary to ad- 
vertise because “everybody knew them.” I wrote to all of 
them and out of the entire list only two firms replied to my 
request for prices and catalogues. Any firm that doesn’t take 
care of its business has no need for advertising. I am grate- 
ful to those who did answer and will surely give them busi- 
ness.

It’s the old story; men build factories, hire salesmen, ad- 
vertise for business, and then when business comes to them, 
haven't the ability to take care of it. Probably that Abilene 
letter had been handed over to the stenographer with the 
observation: “Miss Flimsy, I wish you would send this man 
a catalogue,” and that was the end of it. Perhaps Miss 
Flimsy attended to the matter, and perhaps she didn’t. 

Every office in America is throttled in its struggle for 
existence by members of the Flimsy family, stenographers, 
clerks, boys, all hands of them. The head of the firm is fre- 
quently Old Man Flimsy himself—the sort of man who spends 
an hour fixing the crooked bar of a typewriter, but who 
wouldn’t take a minute for memorandum work which would 
chase that Abilene mail into the postoffice. 

Probabilities are that he held up that catalogue for Abi- 
lene, figuring out the chances of a sale as against the cost 
of the catalogue, nine cents and the postage, a total of eleven 
cents; finally he dropped the request into the waste basket. 

Possibly he passed it on to one of the Flimsy salesmen, 
who expects in the course of a year or so to take a trip out 
Abilene way. Perhaps he was short of catalogues and was 
saving the few that were left in case Marshall Field or W. 
& J. Sloane should write for them. More likely, however, 
the inquiry is on somebody’s desk, piled up under a lot of 
unsorted rubbish, or Master Flimsy forgot to put “stamps 
on it.” 

But there is one thing certain: there are just eight of 
these ten men who were written to who will tell us when we 
next see them that they “tried advertising, but it never 
paid.” ; 
The reason is obvious—they’re old members of the Na- 
tional Flimsy Association——The Upholsterer. 

The letter of Mr. Upshaw is not unlike letters which 
come to The Furniture Journal almost every week. Mr. 
Upshaw has been in the furniture business at Abilene for 
some time past, and recently decided to engage in the manu- 
facture of upholstered goods. Naturally, he sought a place 
to buy his frames, with the result which is given in the letter 
which is quoted, upon which comment is made by The Up- 
holsterer. There are more parlor frame manufacturers in 
Chicago than anywhere in the country, but this fact is not 
generally known, because these manufacturers rarely adver- 
tise. The region to the west of them is constar.tly growing, 
and concerns like the one established by Mr. Upshaw are 
constantly coming into existence. The promoters search the 
furniture papers for information concerning them, and then 
write letters, as Mr. Upshaw did. This information the pub- 
lishers of The Upholsterer, The Furniture Journal and other 
papers are under no obligation to give, except the obligation 
to serve the readers of their papers, but they furnish it just 
the same. Having done that much, it is discouraging to Sr ‘ 
that even when the addresses of manufacturers who do not 
advertise are given, they haven’t the enterprise to go out afte: 
the business. 

I can speak ex cathedra when I say that there are a 


few members of the National Flimsy Association in the 














hardware and stove trade, but not so many, I believe, 
as in some other trades. 

Still a number of queries which are turned over 
by trade papers by manufacturers of goods are neglect- 
ed. Hoke & Moke, manufacturers of screw drivers 
in Chicago, we will say, are informed that John Henry 
in Abingdon, Mo., is looking for screw drivers, and 


they indolently let the matter go. Now it should be 
obvious to them that if a Mr. Henry should take the 
time and trouble to write THz AMERICAN ARTISAN a 
letter stating that he wished the names of Western 
manufacturers of screw drivers that he is anxious 
ta secure some of these goods. Hoke & Moke, if they 
took time for a little introspection, would readily 
acknowledge that they would not think of writing to 
a trade paper for information concerning chimney cap 
manufacturers unless they were looking for something 
in that line. Consequently, it must be evident that the 
course they are pursuing is one that is letting business 
go to other firms without an effort to secure it. 

As I said before, the Flimsy tribe are not as com- 
mon in the hardware trade as in some other lines, 
but there are a goodly number of manufacturers who 
seem more or less atrophied in the matter of time 
when a query with the probability of a nice order be- 
hind it is forwarded them by the Note and Query De- 
partment of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN. 

Here is a case in point. The early morning mail 
brings in a query for a certain kind of stove which is 
made by six or eight different manufacturers. Each 
of these manufacturers is sent a letter stating that 
Henry Smith of Farmtown, Ohio, is in the market 
for an 8-inch double fire potted grass and knot burn- 
itig stove. ; 

“In the course of a day or two, some three letters are 
received from manufacturers who state that they have 
received our favor and have forwarded description and 
prices to Mr. Smith. A couple of other letters come in 
from the manufacturers written to, which also thank us 
for the information in regard to Mr. Smith. These 
letters state that these firms make just the kind of a 
stove that Mr. Smith is looking for, and they would 
be pleased if we would kindly advise him that if he 
will write them, they will send circulars, prices, etc. 

The letters of this last variety give me, to use a slang 
term, a large and painful pain. In the first place, THE 
AMERICAN ARTISAN Note and Query Department is 
no bureau, but is simply a disinterested agency in 
bringing buyer and seller together. 

In the second place, what chance have these two 
manufacturers who ask us to tell Mr. Smith that they 
have the goods he desires to secure his business in 
competition with the other three manufacturers who 
had the same chance of securing the business that 
they did, and no better chance and who wrote to Mr. 
Smith direct? 

The trade paper can’t do it all.

From the Houston, Tex., Post of Feb. 19 I take the 
following stirring article: 

“Texas uses millions of pounds of barbed and other wire 
annually. With iron furnaces and rolling mills here, no point 
in the Union can offer greater advantages for wire and nail 


mills than Houston. Nor a better site for foundries and 
machine shéps to make the heavy engines, boilers, sugar 
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mills, mining machinery, pumps, pipe and all other machinery, 
the freight on which constitutes a large factor in their cost 
to the employers of such machinery, in Texas, Mexico, the 
West Indies, Central and South America. 

That there are immense profits in the manufacture of iron, 
steel and their products in Pittsburg is known to every one 
who is conversant with the history of those industries there. 
WE KNOW IT DOES NOT COST $17 PER TON, 
EVERYTHING INCLUDED, TO MANUFACTURE A 
TON OF STEEL RAILS IN PITTSBURG, THAT SELLS 
FOR NOT LESS THAN $28; that a single plant turns out 
daily 1,500 tons; when we know that Messrs. Carnegie, Frick, 
Schwab and others own, control and operate a number of 
large steel rail mills, we can understand how Mr. Carnegie 
can donate $40,000 per month to library associations, make 
other munificent gifts and grow richer at the same time; how 
Mr. Frick can erect an office building costing millions, and 
Mr. Schwab indulge his taste in equal extravagance. When 
we know they all began life as poor boys, and that to create 
such conditions there must be means adequate to the ends, 
and that the profits on steel and iron are their means to these 
ends, we can realize something of the profits arising from 
the manufacture of iron and steel in Pittsburgh. I do not 
state these facts to adversely criticize them They are to be 
commended for their good judgment and enterprise, and Mr. 
Carnegie for his liberality. THEIR SUCCESS SHOULD 
STIMULATE THE YOUTH AND CAPITAL OF THE 
NATION TO UTILIZE THE NEW FIELD AND OP- 
PORTUNITIES POSSESSED BY TEXAS AND HOUS- 
TON. This is a question not of to-day only, but of the cen- 
turies. 

No one who will carefully investigate the subject but will 
decide Houston has the advantages stated over Pittsburgh to 
command the iron and steel trade of Texas and the nations 
discussed. THEN IS IT NOT THE PART OF WISDOM 
FOR US AS AMERICANS TO TAKE ADVANTAGE 
OF THEM? 

Is it not our duty and self-interest as Houstonians and 
Texans to press these advantages upon the minds of or 
countrymen? There is no argument so convincing to a non- 
resident as for a resident to invest his own money in the 
enterprises he recommends. First, it is the strongest proof 
that the resident believes the undertaking to be a profitable 
one. Second, it gives the industry a better standing before 
the legislature, courts and taxing authorities of the state. It 
goes without saying that TO FOUND THE GREAT IRON 
INDUSTRY IN TEXAS, on a scale commensurate with its 
opportunities, that it is to the skill and capital of the non- 
resident we must largely appeal BUT WE MUST ALSO 
SHOW OUR OWN FAITH BY OUR WORKS. Iron 
lands and the iron industry are the next things that are going 
to produce phenomenal profits in Texas. Cattle, sheep, lum- 
ber, oil, banking and cheap lands have all produced their 
millionaires, but THE IRON INDUSTRY IS DESTINED 
TO PRODUCE THE WEALTHIEST MAN OF TEXAbp. 
Let Texas successfully found this industry, and all the other 
labor-employing, profit-yielding arts, sciences and businesses 
known to advanced civilization will spring from it with as 
much sequence and harmony as the melody breathing notes 
of a kindled octave. Until she does it, she must dwell in the 
tents of the semi-civilized.”

The question box was next taken up under the super- 
vision of chairman of the question box committee, H. C. 
Wiseman, Springfield, and the following questions were dis- 
cussed: 

(1) Would it be advisable to request manufacturers of 
fence wire to use the standard gauge in listing wire, the same 
as is now used for listing brass and copper wire? 

H. C. Wiseman, Springfield, said: Brown & Sharpe is 
now the standard gauge for brass and copper wire. Why 
should it not be used for all wires?” 

R. R. Jacobs, Waynesburg, said: “It would be a good 
thing if we had some official standard, which was the same 
for all wire.” 

J. P. Duffy, Greenville, said: “In sending an order once 
a year for No. 16 galvanized wire and get No. 18. There 
is 2 gauge difference between the Washburn & Moen and the 
Brown & Sharpe gauges. 

Sharon E. Jones, Richmond, Ind., said: “This is a sub- 
ject which deserves serious consideration. Those who handle 
different wire have trouble all the time. Every day we re- 
ceive orders for a coil or so of No. 16 brass wire, and we 
have to ask what gauge is desired, as there are five gauges. 
It would take the strongest microscope to discover the dif- 
ference, but when you come to drill a hole, and fit the wire 
into it, then you see the point. A resolution should be sent 
to the trade press, asking them to agitate for a standard 
gauge. 

Yesterday, I wished to find the gauge of some sheet 
metal, and had some difficulty. Why should not No 9 
fence wire correspond with No. 9 brass wire? It is because

the manufacturers all started with certain gauges. They are 
in the rut, rot us.” 

President Baker suggested that the committee on resolu- 
tions should take the matter up. 

(2) How may we increase our sales of hardware in 
January and February, so as to make them paying months? 

O. M. Scott, Marysville: “I suggest that we go into the 
coal trade. 

H. C. Wiseman, Springfield: “I suggest that we adver- 
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tise. Steam up during these two months. We should use 
advertising during dull times harder than at any other time 
This is the right principle.” 

Frank W. Ingalls, Bryan, said: “We invoice in January, 
which takes about half the month. After the invoice is 
over, the goods come in for -the spring trade, and I consider 
that we put the month in to as good an advantage as if we 
had a busy trade.” 

Jacob Fink, Mt. Healthy, said: “During these months, I 
send the boys out once in a while to solicit screen orders, I 
get a turn-down once in a while, but I land a good number 
of orders that I go after myself.” 

Mr. Earl, of the Earl Supply Co., Jackson Center, said: 
“During January and February,-we invoice and go after all 
accounts. If there is a sale that brings the farmers together, 
where anyone will be present whom we think we can collect 
$1.00 from, we go after them. We have not lost $10.00 a 
year for five years. January and February are a good time 
to be:hard up. We can put the time in better in February in 
that way, than in waiting on customers.” 

OG. M. Scott, Marysville, said: “I want the photo of a 
man who can do a credit business, and only lose $10.00 a 
year.” 

John Fuhr, Williamsburg, said: “We have a good tele- 
phone system in our country, and by making liberal use of it I 
sold over a carload of American fence in January and Febru- 
ary.” 

P. E. Snyder, Blanchester, said: “I make more profit in 
January and February than in any other two months. I have 
two men out soliciting ferce orders. We figure on making a 
profit of 10,cents a rod on -American fence. This year we 
sold five carloads, and there was no question over the profit.”

Mr. Kestler, of Kestler Bros., Phillipsburg, said: “Janu- 
ary and February are good business months. I sold 7,000 
rods of fence, and seven tons of fertilizer during this month. 
I also find it a very good time for collection. It is also a 
good time to get out and look and listen to men who are 
about to. build houses and barns. I find it pays.” 

S. W. Sullivan, Bellbrook, said: “The hardware business 
in the city is diffcrent from what it is in the country. January 
and February are not the dullest months in the country. I 
o 


handle hardware, stoves and furnaces, and during January 
and February I get out among the sugar makers and do a 
good business. This year I refused to make about 2,000 maple 
syrup cans, because I had all I could attend to.” 

W. C. Smith, Mt. Vernon, said: “I sell stock food and 
also clover seed during these months.” 

L. H. Stahler, Waverly: “I work collections hard during 
these months, and find it profitable. I use the scheme of 
registered letter.” °

(3) What is the best way of keeping a record of past 
due notcs? 

Mr. Geiselman of Butler said: “Give them to the bank, 
as the average delinquent will pay a bank quicker than the 
dealer.” 

Frank W. Ingalls, Bryan, said: “I use a ‘bills receivable 
book.” 

O. M. Scott, Marysville, said: “I have a calendar, and 
when a man says he will pay in two weeks, I write the day 
right on the tickler, and then we call attention to the fact 
of the breaking of the promise, and say that we cannot do 
business on unfulfilled promises.” 

Mr. Church, of Church Bros. & Weld, Marysville, said: 
“We should demand of the legislature a bill to enable a man 
to collect his just debts. No good business man would injure 
a neighbor. If he shows a desire to pay, I. would give him an 
opportunity.” 

S. W. Sullivan, Bellbrook, said: “My father had a sheet 
iron blackboard, and wrote the name of delinquent debtors 
on same. He found it a good way of making collections.” 


On invitation of President Baker, M. L. Corey, Argos, 
addressed the meeting and said: “It gives me a great deal 
of pleasure to meet the hardware dealers of Ohio face to 
face. Some time ago, I wrote to President Bogardus and 
said that I had one thing to request of him, and that was 
that I be permitted to come to the Ohio convention. I con- 
gratulate you in your strong association. We can congratulate 
ourselves that a wonderful advance has been made all along 
the line. Our associations have taken in more new members 
the last six months than in any six months in our history. TI 
have been entertained by your question box. Jump up and tell 
what you know. I learned more from the question box than 
from anything else. I am glad to see that you are giving 
such prominence to the question box. We have a lot of fel- 
ows that came in and talked to us, and time slipped by. Take 
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up the question box and talk for two hours, and not a man 
will go out.” 

President Baker then introduced Sharon E. Jones of 
Richmond, Ind., who said: “I thank you for the invitation 
to address you. The hardware business is to me the greatest 
of all businesses. The successful hardware man is the deep 
thinker, and a better all-round business man than anyone else. 
He is a walking encyclopedia, a mechanic, a merchant and a 
salesman. He must read the papers. Last October, I went

competent help, when his notion merchant came over and 
asked him the same question. In conclusion, Mr. Jones urged 
the formation of local merchants’ association.

WEDNESDAY MORNING SESSION. 


The Wednesday morning session was called to order 
at 9:15 a.m. Secretary Frank A. Bare, Mansfield, then read 
the following 


SECRETARY’S REPORT. 





SECURING NEW MEMBERS. 


One of the serious problems that confront this organiza- 
tion to-day is the question of getting new members? The 
state of Ohio contains about 1,400 hardware dealers. We 
have on our membership list between four and five hundred. 
I believe there is more enthusiasm in this state to-day than 
at any time before. This is because the association idea is 
growing all over this country. 

A great deal of our inspiration has been derived from 
the National Association. This body has done such mag- 
nificent work that the progressive dealer sees it tc his interest 
to identify himself with the movement. 

Since last April the secretary has mailed to dealers in 
this state—members and non-members—over 12,000 pieces of 
mail matter. 

PERSONAL LETTER WRITING. 


We have asked a great many of our members to do some 
personal letter writing as well as telephoning, and we found 
both of these methods very satisfactory. After a man has 
been called up by ‘phone by some friend he is, I find, much 
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more apt to read over carefully the fetters sent out by the 
secretary. I have asked at least one member, and sometimes 
more, in every county in the state to telephone some of the 
dealers in his county. A large number of these members 
responded to the request. 

Seventy-five new applications had been received by the 
secretary up to the time of the convention. 

TRAVELING MEN HAVE BEEN VERY LOYAL. 


Traveling men have been very loyal to our association. 
Early in January the secretary addressed letters to 265 of 
these gentlemen who call on hardware dealers in this state, 
asking them to give some of their time and influence to 
interesting non-members in our organization. In about three 
weeks -this letter was followed by a second letter. I wish 
to express my appreciation of the hearty responses received 
to this request. A number of dealers have written me con- 
cerning the interest the traveling representatives have taken. 
A traveling man meets the dealer face to face and is in posi- 
tion to state the strong points of our organization in very 
emphatic and convincing matner. This association must not 
forget the help and assistance constantly given us by traveling 
salesmen. 

MEETING OF AKRON DEALERS. 


February 3rd, the secretary attended by invitation a 
meeting of the hardware men of Akron and vicinity. The 
meeting was very helpful and enthusiastic and all non-member 
dealers in Akron joined the association on this occasion. I 
take this opportunity to say that the Akron dealers have 
the true “association spirit.” They seem to understand each 
other thoroughly and work together as hardware men should. 
More local organizations will strengthen our state associa- 
tion and create a legitimate profit where business is now 
done on practically no margin at all.

February 13th, the secretary attended a meeting of the 
Maumee Association at the Boody House, Toledo. New 
members for our association were secured as a result of this 
visit. It is a great satisfaction to attend a meeting of the 
Maumee Association. Its. members are businesslike and hold 
their meetings for the benefit of their business. They are 
able to agree on prices for staple articles which will leave a 
living profit for the dealer. 

Our state organization is under great obligations to the 
constant assistance afforded us by the national organization. 
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It is through the national association that we are able to 
handle larger affairs. 
PRAISE FOR OFFICERS. 

It has been a great pleasure to work with the officers of 
this association during the year 1904-05. Our president, Mr. 
Baker, has been enthusiastic and a hard worker for the 
uplifting and upbuilding of our ‘erganization.

PRESIDENT’S ADDRESS. 





YEAR OPENS AUSPICIOUSLY. 


Since last we met, one more year has passed away, and 
now we stand on the threshold of another new and, may we 
hope, prosperous year, which is bright in prospect and opens 
auspiciously, bidding fair to surpass its predecessor in mer- 
cantile and commercial pursuits. As we review the year that 
has gone. it is safe to say, that with the majority of our 
members it was a disappointment. The reports as gathered 
by the various trade journals from trade centers indicate that 
the volume of trade in 1904 was not equal to that of 1903. 
The fact that it was the presidential year, and also that in 
the opinion of many a financial! panic was surely due, made it 
the part of wisdom to prepare for some depressing influence. 
Al! this conspired to build up a wall of uncertainty and hesi- 
tation, which did not confine itself to our own branch of 
trade, but to all lines of industry. But now the feeling of 
doubt has passed away, and we stand at the very threshold 
of the bright, promising, prosperous year of 1905. My opin- 
ion is no better than that of the oldest or youngest member 
of our association, but I see nothing in view to hinder the 
coming of a good, successful and prosperous year. The po- 
litical question has been shelved for some time, even if the 
shelving process seemed strenuous for some of us. The labor 
agitators having subsided for a while, the labor troubles have 
quieted down. The tariff problem is disposed of for a few 
years at least, and the silver misfit been given a decent burial. 
These disturbing elements having now been relegated to the 
rear for, we trust. many, many days, I fail to see anything 
that should impede the coming of a season of prosperity and 
activity such as we have not known. 


THE GREATEST HOME MARKET IN THE WORLD. 

One of the ablest financiers of our country, in an inter- 

esting article on the glowing prospects for the present year, 
recently said: 

“Don’t forget that this is_a great country, and that it 

is still a new country. It hasn’t half the population to which 

it is entitled. It has the greatest home market in the world. 


It makes good wages for its people and they all live well and 
are happy. Every railroad is feeling the good effects of this 
general prosperity ; so are industrial corporations. Each year, 
by the natural growth of our population, there is a natural 
growth of business for railroads and factories, and I cannot 
escape the conviction that our chances are altogether in 
favor of good, rather than bad times.” 

Let us then be optimistic, t@ther than pessimistic, and 
putting forth our best efforts, go forward and meet the 
promising year with confidence and courage. 

COMPETITION IS GROWING SEVERE. 

But whether we have the full measure of prosperity or 
no, the days that are to come are to call for the exercise of 
our best judgment, for you and I have made the discovery, 
that as the years come and go, we find this one feature, our 
profits are gradually diminishing, and our expense account 
perceptibly increasing. This is the experience of all. Com- 
petition grows more and more severe, and with all the system 
ind methods we may employ, our expense account does not 
diminish. : 

IMPORTANCE OF QUESTION BOX. 

With this thought uppermost in his mind, your president 
made the suggestion at the last meeting of the executive 
committee, that the larger part of the program of the present 
session be given over to the consideration of the question 
box. The suggestion was heartily agreed to, and you will 
note by referring to the program, the larger part of our - 
sessions are given to the questions that are to be found in 
the question box. I have noted in the past six or seven 
conventions that this was the important part of our session, 
and times without number have I heard the members regret 
that what to them was the valuable part of our meeting 
was unfortunately abridged and neglected. I bespeak, there- 
fore, at this convention, the very fullest discussion of the 
problems and queries that are propounded. This discussion 
will’ be of great value to us, and I intend as your presiding 
officer, to insist upon and give the largest liberty to the 
consideration of these problems, as I verily believe that no 
body of business men should be permitted to come together, 
except for the promotion of business interests in a business- 
like manner. 

PROGRESS 1S STILL THE WATCHWORD. 

“Regarding our membership, I am happy to say that 
“Progress” is still the watchword. We do not, however, 
increase as rapidly as we should, but our growth is healthy, 
and of good substance, and if it so continues, we shall in 
the near future include all the dealers of our state. At times, 
the officers of our association have wondered why the growth 
was not more rapid, but if they will refer to one of my re- 
ports, while secretary, some seven years ice, they will note 
that the officers at that time were ‘similarly perplexed. In 
the report referred to, I used these words: 

GROWTH OF ASSOCIATION. 


“Surely there must be something in an association of 
business men that should appeal to the dealers of Ohio who 
are not members. The discussion of trade topics, the inter- 
chang: of ideas, coupled with an enlarged acquaintance and 
the fellowship that exists between our members, all these 
must in some degree terid to moderate the sharp competition 
that usually exists between dealers, and in its place beget 
a fraternal spirit that ought to prevail. If the hard- 
ware dealers of our state could but know the value of an 
organization which in its very nature is bound to be a 
guardian of their rights. they would quickly come forward 
and join us; thus protecting themselves and strengthening our 
association.” 

Now, since that time our association has grown from 
100 to 350 members, and I have reason to believe that at the 
adjournment of this session we shall have a membership of 
400. 

ASSOCIATION HAS HELPED MEMBERS. 

The Ohio Hardware Association has done much for the 
dealers of Ohio. I venture the assertion that under its 
beneficent influence, its members are doing business under 
pleasanter conditions now than in the days that have gone 
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before; that our stores are neater and brighter, that our 
modes of transacting business are better, and that we employ 
more system than at any time in the history of our establish- 
ments, all of which is due to the influence of, and affiliation 
with our fellow-tradesmen; and best of all the advantages 
and benefits that have come to us; are the tangible returns 
that we have received from the organization of our own 
Mutual Fire Insurance Co., and not only have these benefits 
come to us, who are members, but they have been most gen- 
erously shared with other dealers in the state, who have 
not as yet joined our association. 
INSURANCE, 


The annual report of the secretary of the insurance com- 
pany will be presented to you on the morrow, and having 
seen and read the advance sheets, I am pleased to advise 
you that a good report will be read in your hearing. 

CATALOGUE HOUSE QUESTION. 


The catalogue house question will also come up for a 
full and free discussion while we are here, and as I am and 
always have been of the opinion that this matter should be 
discussed only in executive session, I shall make no mention 
of this subject, further than to say that since Mr. Corey is 
with us he will, as secretary of the National Association, en- 
lighten us very materially on this altogether important sub- 
ject. 

PARCELS POST. 

Regarding the parcels post law, which we have been 
so successfully fighting for a few years, I find by congres- 
sional reports that the friends of this iniquitous measure have 
put it in a new dress, and given it a new name, but let me 
warn you, do not be deceived, it is a delusion and a snare. 
The voice is the voice of Jacob, but the hands are the hands 
of Esau. We should, therefore, take decisive measures, before 
we adjourn, and lose no opportunity to notify our representa- 
tives in Congress of our action. 

NECROLOGICAL, 


During the past year we have lost by death only one 
member—Capt. J. H. Kauke of Wooster, aged nearly 90 
years. Can your memory carry you back to our last meeting 
at Cleveland, and see him sitting in the front row, taking an 
active part in the session? At the adjournment of that meet- 
ing, he assured me personally that he expected to meet with 
us at Dayton in 1905, but while man proposes, God disposes, 
for in one short month thereafter he had gone to the brighter 
world. What a kindly, benevolent, gentlemanly character 
he was; of a truth, he surely was one of those whom the 
Great Teacher referred to as the “salt of the earth.” 


CARDINAL PRINCIPLE OF ORGANIZATION. 


We are competitors in the fullest sense of the word; 
nevertheless, I am more than pleased to say to you, that 
without a single exception, every hardware dealer in our 
city has responded to the call for assistance, and will be 
found in evidence on the various committees. As your presi- 
dent, I am unable to express in words my appreciation of 
this kindly, fraternal spirit, because it is one of the cardinal 
principles of our great organization, which we seek to incul- 
cate among hardware dealers in every village, town and city 
in our state. 

AN INDEFATIGABLE WORKER. 


In closing my address, permit me to say a word for our 
secretary, Mr. Bare. He is a most indefatigable worker, in- 
stant in season and out of season, and I congratulate you that 
our association has a secretary who is able to do the right 
thing at the right time, in the right way and in the right 
place. 

President Baker then called on M. L. Corey, Argos, Ind., 
secretary of the National Retail Dealers’ Asosciation, who 
said: “We are standing to-day confronting a serious prob- 
lem. To go back a year or two, I will say that I was 
authorized to go to Washington, and make arrangements 
for you in congress in parcels post legislation, and other 
matters in which the retail trade are interested, and I be- 
lieve my informant there is trustworthy. As you are aware, 
Assistant Postmaster General Bristow recommended that

rates on merchandise be reduced to 8 cents per pound, 
ostensibly in your interests. This matter is now before 
congress. I have received a telegram from my correspondent 
that a Senate bill on this matter is being strongly urged, 
and that the vote will come this afternoon. I think we 
should telegraph Senator Penrose, Representative Overstreet 
and the Ohio senators in this matter. This bill asks for an 
entering wedge, and is a dangerous proposition. I 
with me a copy of the Orange Judd Farmer, a paper which 
is widely circulated among the farmers. A _ recent issue 
contains a lot of rhodomontade about the happiness of the 
home, the perpetuity of the nation, the fact that the farm 
is the cornerstone of the republic, etc. It urges government 
control over railroad rates, the parcels post, the local post 
with still lower rates, and also post checks. Some of the 
measures we are fighting are thus linked with measures of 
which we approve. Among the signers of this document are 
a number of secretaries of labor organizations and granges, 
and governors of various states, including Myron T. Her- 
rick of Ohio. This is a serious matter to me, and I regret 
to see the name of your chief executive upon this list. I 
believe there must be some mistake. His endorsement will 
go‘far. You should send messages to Washington to defeat 
this measure. We must do what we can in the matter. 
We wired our senators and Representative Overstreet in 
Indiana last week, and wired to Minnesota to wire her sen- 
ators concerning the matter. You are up against it, and 
should defeat the bill before it is passed.” 

Frank E. Thompson of New York then addressed the 
meeting. 


have 


It was moved and seconded that Secretary Frank E. 
Bare, Mansfield, send protesting telegrams to Representative 
Overstreet and the Ohio senators at once. 

Secretary M. L. Corey, Argos, of the National Associa- 
tion, said: “Signed papers or telegrams do very little good, 
as endorsements are easy. Within the next year you will 
be called on right along on this line, and you will not be 
asked to do what is not to your interest. You should send 
letters and telegrams individually. In the future, industrial 
work will be more necessary than ever before.” 

George M. Gray, Coshocton, said: “What is worth do- 
ing is worth doing right. Secretary Corey is right in this 
matter.” 

President John F. Baker then read the following tele- 
gram: 

“The Ohio Hardware Association in convention assem- 
bled, representing 1,400 dealers, earnestly protests against 
the passage of a Senate post office bill amendment, and we 
desire you to represent our interests in this matter.” This 
telegram was sent to Representative Overstreet and the Ohio. 
congressmen, and on motion a telegram of similar import 
was sent to Governor Herrick. 

President John F. Baker said: “We .are fortunate in 
having with us A. F. Sheldon, a gentleman of national repu- 
tation, and founder of the Sheldon School of Scientific Sales- 
manship.” 

Mr. Sheldon then delivered an eloquent and logical ad- 
dress, a skeleton of which, which does rank injustice to the 
elegance and smoothness of his diction, is given herewith: 


SCIENTIFIC SALESMANSHIP. 





(A) INTRODUCTION. 
I will be brief and will talk on business life as a pro- 
fession, as that is where it belongs. 
Let us inquire upon what does success in business de- 
pend? It is measured by the volume of profitable business, 
not by the volume of business. 


UPON WHAT DOES THE VOLUME OF BUSINESS DEPEND? 


It rests on the great law of confidence. If I have 
your absolute confidence, the battle is half won. Why did 
Marshall Field sell half a million dollars’ worth of goods 
the day before Christmas, 1904, making a high-water mark 
in retail merchandise? Because the people had confidence 
in his establishment. 
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UPON WHAT DOES CONFIDENCE DEPEND? 


Confidence is the moral fiber of the commercial struc- 
ture. It rests on personality, and institutions have a person- 
ality as well as individuals; that is why things seem differ- 
ent in different stores. The tree of personality grows out 
of the soil of character and health. There are men who will 
mot take a drink for $1.00, and to whom to say damn is 
something dreadful, but who, when it comes to lying, would 
beat Ananias out in a race any time. Excuse me from a 
malignant and malicious profanity, and from the man dom- 
inated by the demon of drink, but God.deliver me from the 
man who is afficted with the mental and moral leprosy of 
lying. The square deal pays. Character is the central mag- 
netic force of true manhood. or womanhood, and there are 
many qualities which make up that composite quality we 
call character. Health is the harmony of the triune man— 
mind, soul and body. Concentration is essential. It is the 
telescope of mental vision. 

We are now bed rock. Character and health rest on 
true education. 

True education is (1) eductive, drawing out of the 
faculties of the normal man, (2) filling in or securing nor- 
mal knowledge. 

Elbert Hubbard said that Harvard was all right, Yale 
was all right, the University of Michigan was all right, 
Knox College was all right, but that the School of Hard 
Knocks was the best college, and many of us have taken 
post graduate courses therein. 

It is held by some that it is presumptuous to speak 
of business life as a profession. That is largely on account 
of the fact that .heretofore there has been no science be- 
hind it. 

The lawyer has the science of jurisprudence, the doctor 
the science of medicine, and the teacher the science of 
astronomy. 

Science is utilized in production, but not in sale, and 
salesmanship has heretofore been looked upon as a kind of 
hit or miss and let her go Gallagher affair. 


A profession isa science practiced, and science is or- 
ganized knowledge. 

There was a time when law was not a science, when 
medicine was not a science, and when astronomy was not a 
science. 

The man that practices a science is a professional man. 


(B) EDUCTIVE. 


Let us take this matter up from the eductive stand- 
point, and treat of mind building. 

You can develop muscle and you can also develop the 
“T Am.” 

There are three factors in character building, (1) body, 
(2) soul and (3) mind. 

The soul has been discussed from the standpoint of 
the future life, and not from that of here and now, and the 
soul is susceptible to cultivation. 

If Burbank can produce a pitless plum, and a fadeless 
flower, and a thornless cactus, what can we not develop 
by turning organized knowledge on ourselves? 

There is money in it. 

The motto of the National Cash Register Company is, 
“Do good and make money.” That is why they have athletic 
fields, flower beds, etc. First, because it is right; second, 
because it pays. 

Every institution should have a humanity department. 

Let me take up the qualities which I would like to 
have in a partner or an employe. 

1. INTELLIGENCE, which consists in 

(a) Perception that is seeing, hearing, tasting, etc. 

(bh) Judgment which is the comparison of ideas. 

(c) Reasoning which is the comparison of two judg- 
ments. 

2. REMEMBRANCE. 

(a) For places. 

(b) For dates. 

(c) For names. 

3. Imacrnation. That is the reproduction ideally of 
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things stored up. It means initiative. It is the mother of 
progress, and without it, man is a machine. 

4. THe Witt, which is the power of choice and action. 
We must train it, and then we have the real man. There 
is nothing that can stand in front of the dynamics of an 
iron will. It pulverizes difficulty. 

I now speak of the soul qualities. Under this head 
come: 

1. Fartn. Doubt is the negative of faith, and has 
killed more successes than all the battlefields of the world. 

2. Love. I speak of love in the sense of brotherly 
kindness as evolved by your association. We are all one, 
and all of the parts of one stupendous whole. There is not 
so much kindness in the world as there should be. You 
can get* more work with love than with the lash. It helps 
build up business and get business. Every store should have 
a sunshine factory. 

3. AmsiTion. The cigarette Charley Chap is no good, 
and you cannot buy business with booze. To succeed you 
should use concentration, and leave “scatteration” to the other 
fellow. 

4. Reverence. You should not only have reverence for 
the almight good, but for higher ideals as well., 

In coming to the physical side we find (1) StTrRencruH, 
(2) Symmetry, (3) Activity, and (4) ENDURANCE. 

Health consists in eating right, breathing right, sleeping 
right and exercising right. Most of us take more care of 
our autos than of ourselves. 


(C) FILLING IN. 


All salesmen can be divided into 

(1) WHOLESALE. 

(2) Reram ’ 

(3) SPECIALTY. 

(4) PrRomorers. 

All qitestions of sale can be divided into four sub-heads 
(1) THe SALESMAN. 

(2) THe CusToMeERr. 

(3) THe Articte Sorp. 

(4) THe Save Itsetr. 


The salesman must learn to discriminate between the 
looker and the thinker. The order taker drives away trade, 
while the salesman is the magnet that draws it. The human 
windmill and the verbal cyclone are now out of date. The 
world does not want words, words, words, but points, points, 
points. Jn regard to the sale itself it is the same thing 
whether you are selling ribbons or railroads. Your cus- 
tomer has (1) THoucnurs, (2) Sensrpiiities, and (3) WIL. 
Some salesmen devote all their attention to pounding away 
at the head and forget the solar plexus of the heart. 


The mental law of sales naturally sub-divides itself as 
follows: 
(1) ATTENTION. 
(2) INTEREST. 
(3) Destre. 
, (4) ReEsotve to AcQuIRE. 


(D) CONCLUSION. 


There are many stores in which there is no more at- 
tention paid to system than there is in a dog fight. 

Advertising, both direct and indirect, is a question to 
which sufficient attention has not been paid. You can burn 
up barrels of money in injudicious advertising, but judicious 
advertising is a fire under the boilers of business. 

Firmness is necessary in regard to prices. Ninety-five 
per cent of retail merchants are doomed to failure, as they 
set sail on the sea of commerce without a rudder. Fail- 
ure is largely the result of the disease of ignorance which 
is cured by knowledge. In regard to knowledge and wis- 
dom, I would say: 

“Knowledge is proud that he has learned so much; 

Wisdom is humble that he knows no more.” 


Genius is energy intensified, and the reason we do not 
accomplish more is because we do not attempt more. 

The speaker closed his highly interesting address with 
a story of Paderewski, who told Queen Victoria that the 
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reason he was a genitis was because he had spént years of 
drudgery at his work. ; 

Mr. Sheldon’s speech was followed by prolonged ap- 
plause, at the conclusion of which M. A. Wiseman, 
Springfield, made a motion that the convention present a 
resolution of thanks for the earnest upbuilding hour he 
had given them. 

This was unanimously carried, and the convention ad- 
journed at 11:25 a. m. 

WEDNESDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 


The Wednesday afternoon session was called to order 
at 2:05 p. m. 

President John F. Baker said that while the first num- 
ber on the program was entitled “A Slight Diversion,” by 
A. F. Victor of the White Lily Washer Co., Davenport, 
Ia.. he would make a slight diversion by calling on S. 
Norvell of the Norvell-Shapleigh Hardware Co., St. Louis, 
Mo. 

Before Mr. Norvell addressed the meeting a telegram 
was read by ‘JT. James Fernley, secretary of the National 
Hardware Association, expressing the co-operation of that 
body with the retailers in a fight with the catalogue houses.

CATALOGUE HOUSE COMPETITION. 


NO PLAN HAD BEEN DEVISED. 


Just eleven months ago the general hardware trade was 
divided into a number of State Retail Associations, the Na- 
tional Hardware Association, the Southern Jobbers’ Associa- 
tion and what are known as the independent jobbers. There 
had been a good dea! of muttering, in the retail trade, on 
the subject of catalogue house competition. At that time no 
plan had been devised to meet the.competition of this compar- 
atively new system of distributing goods. On April 7th, 1904, 
a letter appeared in a trade paper from a certain western job- 
ber. This letter outlined the situation and emhasized four 
points. 

ANTAGONISTIC SYSTEMS. 

Ist. That system of selling goods by jobbers and re- 
tailers on the one hand, and through catalogue houses direct 
to consumers on the other, were antagonistic and could not 
continue to exist side by side. That if the system of the 
catalogue house was to increase and flourish the other sys- 
tem must necessarily decline and pass away. 

THE PARAMOUNT QUESTION. 


2nd. That this question of the catalogue house was the 
paramount issue of the hour. 


A NEGLECTED QUESTION. 


3rd. That neither the jobbers nor the retailers in their 
associations had forcefully grappled with this question. 


NO REASONS FOR NOT UNITING. 


4th. That on this one issue, which was so vital to the 
interests of both, there was no reason why jobbers and re- 
tailers should not unite for the common defence. 


QUESTION WAS TAKEN UP. 


The effect of this letter was instantaneous. The ques- 
tion was immediately taken up with the various trade papers 
and its pros and cons were widely discussed from the view- 
points of the manufacturer, the jobber and the retailer. 

WRITER JOINS N. H. A. 


The western jobber who wrote the original letter was 
asked to join his forces with the independent jobbers. He 
was about to join these independents when a manufacturer 
showed him a letter, written by a prominent independent job- 
ber, very severely criticising the publication of his letter. The 
ink of the signature was hardly dry on this letter. Realizing 
his responsibility, and not feeling safe in a union with a job- 
ber, who, on the one hand sought his alliance and at the same 
time so severely criticised his action to a manufacturer, this 
jobber joined the National Hardware Association, attended 
a meeting of their Executive Committee in Boston, and rap- 
idly the familiar events followed each other leading to the 
formation of the Wholesale and Retail Hardware Joint Com- 
mittee, which met in St. Louis last June. 
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So much has been written on this subject that I will! 
pass rapidly over the meetings of the Joint Committee in St. 
Louis, Chicago, New York and Atlantic City. 


SITUATION ELEVEN MONTHS AGO. 


Eleven months ago almost every manufacturer in this 
country in the hardware line was doing his level best to sell 
catalogue houses. To sell them was considered just as 
legitimate as to sell the best hardware jobber in the land. All 
the jobbers, with very few exceptions, who were so situated 
that they could sell catalogue houses or who had the price 
to sell them were making great efforts to get their orders. 


WHAT IS THE SITUATION TO-DAY? 


Over six hundred of the most prominent hardware manu- 
facturers in the United States have gone on record that they 
will not sell catalogue houses, and not a hardware jobber of 
any standing, either an association member or an independ- 
ent, will fill an order from them at any price. 


“HARDLY EVER.” 


Immediately after the publication of this letter we have 
had the spectacle of a large number of jobbers in the coun- 
try advising their trade through the trade press and by cir- 
cular letter, that they are not selling catalogue houses, some 
that they have quit selling catalogue houses, and one prom- 
inent example sends out thousands of circular letters in which 
he states they never did sell catalogue houses. It might have 
been better if this jobber, instead of using the word “never,” 
had, in the language of Pinafore, said “hardly ever.” 


On the letterheads of all the principal hardware jobbers, 
both association members and independents, you will find 
printed “WE DO NOT SELL CATALOLGUE HOUSES.” 


TRADE PAPERS DESERVE CREDIT. 


These changes have been brought about in the sentiment 
of the trade, on the part of both manufacturers and jobbers, 
have been caused almost entirely by higher education on this 
subject. It is absolutely true that neither manufacturers nor 
jobbers had given this question very much thought. When 
the exact conditions were brought to their attention, hundreds 
of manufacturers and dozens of jobbers, without the slight- 
est ‘hesitation, stated they would decline to sell this class of 
trade in future. The trade papers deserve a large measure 
of credit for assisting in this campaign of education. While 
the Catalogue House Committee has borne the brunt of some 
criticism, in the main it has received loyal support from the 
trade press of the country. 

At first many manufacturers did not take this movement 
seriously and thought it would soon pass away, but by this 
time few, if any, doubt that both jobbers and retailers are 
deeply stirred on this subject and that this agitation is here 
to stay until the abuses of the catalogue houses in the hard- 
ware line are checked. 

PREFER MANUFACTURERS SHOULD NOT SELL CATALOGUE HOUSES 

As chairman of the Catalogue House Committee I wish 
to emphasize the platform for this committee which was 
adopted at the St. Louis. meeting: 

We prefer for manufacturers not to sell catalogue houses 
If they do sell them we believe their prices should be so 
regulated that they will not cut prices on well known manu- 
facturers’ brands to take advantage of the consumers of the 
country by giving them the impression they will sell all their 
goods in the hardware line on the same low basis. 

It has developed in the experience of more than one 
manufacturer that the idea of controlling the prices of cat- 
alogue houses on well known brands is a failure. - The con- 
stant struggles and misunderstandings which have existed 
between prominent manufacturers and the catalogue houses 
on this question, is evidence of this fact. 


GIFT SYSTEM. 


When they do not directly cut prices they have a system 
of offering gifts or prizes which actually cuts the price on 
all these lines of goods. This gift system has led to the 
recent bitter fight that is now raging between the Winchester 
Repeating Arms Company on the one side and Sears, Roebuck 
& Company of Chicago on the other. 
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A HOPELESS TASK. 


Such prominent manufacturers as the Stanley Rule & 
Level Company of New Britain, Conn., and North Brothers’ 
Manufacturing Company of Philadelphia, Pa., have hopelessly 
given up the task of attempting to regulate catalogue houses 
and have therefore decided not to sell them under any con- 
ditions. Many other well known manufacturers might be 
named who have had the same experience. 

When such poweftful and well-managed manufacturers 
admit their impotence in regulating the prices of catalogue 
houses, does it not seem vain for other manufacturers to 
claim they can sell them with the assurance that their prices 
will never be cut. What guarantees have they that at the 
first difference arising between themselves and the catalogue 
houses the trade of the country will not be treated to a re- 
currence of their cut-price methods on the entire line of 
goods of such manufacturers? 


ALL ACTING ON THE DEFENSIVE. 


It has been claimed by some that this campaign by the 
united jobbers and retailers against catalogue houses was 
irritated by this recent movement. It should be distinctly 
understood by all, that the jobbers and retailers: are simply 
acting upon the defensive. For years past the catalogue 
houses have been educating the consumer of the country to 
believe the retaii hardware dealer is a robber, and that there 
is no reasonable excuse for the jobber to be on earth. The 
time has simply come when they. are beginning to reap what 
they have sowed. 

NO BOYCOTT. 

I also wish to emphasize the fact that our Catalogue 
House Committee feels it has been engaged largely in a cam- 
paign of education. It has used no threats. The word “boy- 
cott” is not in its vocabulary. But it would be folly to. say 
that both jobbers and retailers do not feel in this fight they 
should stand by those manufacturers who are willing to help 
them perpetuate the system of doing business which means 
their livelihood. 


THE GREATEST HARM OF THE CATALOGUE HOUSE. 


Let us bring to your attention the fact that it is admitted 
all the catalogue houses in the country combined do not seil 
over five per cent of the hardware consumed in the United 
States. Ninety-five per cent of the goods in which we dea! 
is distributed through the’ Tetail trade. The great harm of 
the catalogue houses is not so much in what they sell as in 
the demoralization of prices. Is it not hard to understand 
why a manufacturer who sells ninety-five per cent of his 
product through jobbers and retailers should stand out for 
the trade of a certain class of customers who take only five 
per cent of his output when it is made clear to him that this 
class of customers is demoralizing all others who sell ninety- 
five per cent of his goods? 


PRICED CATALOGUES, 


Many retail dealers in the past year have asked me why 
jobbers do not issue a priced catalogue so retail dealers can 
intelligently take orders for goods they do not carry in stock. 

The issuing of a priced catalogue by one of the large 
jobbers in the country is a very dangerous thing. Such a 
catalogue would put the key to the whole hardware business 
practically in the hands of the possessor of the catalogue. 
It would no doubt be a great convenience to the possessor of 
this catalogue, but here is the danger: The first house that 
issued such a catalogue might be exceedingly careful into 
whose hands it was placed; they might send it to hardware 
dealers only. Another house, following their lead, might do 
the same thing; but when the break is once made by any 
house, all the larger jobbers will be compelled to issue priced 
catalogues. The result will be inevitably that some house 
will not be very careful whom they sell, and therefore you 
will find a priced catalogue covering the entire line of hard- 
ware, cutlery, sporting goods and house furnishing goods 
probably in the hands of every dry goods store, drug store 
and grocery store in the country. Then all classes of dealers 
will be in position to take orders for hardware. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Norvell’s address, President 
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Baker called on A. F. Sheldon of Chicago, who was asked 
to explain his system. 

He said that he was the proprietor of the Sheldon 
School of Scientific Salesmanship, which was a correspond- 
ence school. The plan was to issue forty booklets and to 
allow special correspondence for one year. He said that this 
school taughi the science of personality building, and where 
a mar had the powers of a natural-born salesman they should 
be intensified. The value of health in business, advertising 
in. business, logic in business, psychology in business, cost 
in relation to selling price, as especially compiled by ex- 
perts in these respective branches, were taught. Many em- 
ployers co-operated with this firm by securing a club rate for 
their course for their employes, and having every one in 
their store take the course, advancing the money for same. 
Mr. Sheldon stated that the school was making a club rate 
to members of various hardware conventions, and that sev- 
eral millionaires were taking this course; in fact, 80 per 
cent of his students were veteran business men. 

The convention adjourned at 3:15 p. m. 

At 3:30 the delegates had their picture taken in front 
of the courthouse, and then took special cars to the factory 
of the National Cash Register Co., Dayton, O. 

In the absence of President Patterson, General Manager 
Hugh Chalmers and Assistant General Manager Deeds, the 
hardware dealers were welcomed by A. A. Thomas, secretary 
and general counsel of the company, and after being piloted 
through the works they sat down to the following dainty

Mr. Thomas was the first speaker at the evening session 
of the*convention in Assembly Hall. He said: 

“The times have changed. If we prosper, we must 
change with them. That’s why, I suppose, you have gathered 
together in Dayton, instead of staying at your homes and at- 
tending to your business. I suppose that twenty years ago— 
maybe ten years ago—what you have done this week would 
have been considered a loss of time. You know better. 

“Now I have tried to recall what place the hardware 
dealers have occupied in this community. In Dayton they 
have always been a substantial and a conservative set of 
business men. They have not been transients or tramps. 
I think the¥ have beén specially noted for attending closely 
to their own aftairs and mixing little with others. They have 
never issued proclamations. I can remember some of the

hardware firms of this city since 1858, when my father came 
to Dayton. 

“The leading ‘firm then was Rogers, Fowler & Ockey 
on Main street, ard it or its successors are there to-day 

“The firm then was Rogers, Fowler & Ockey. The 
youngest member died and the firm continued as Rogers & 
Fowler. Then Mr. Fowler died and the firm continued as 
Rogers, Keifer & Engle, taking in two clerks. Then Mr. 
Rogers Wied. Last Sunday, Mr. Engle was buried, aged 
seventy-one, and the same firm goes on. Is it Kramer, Viot & 
Co.? The president of your local is Mr. John F. Baker. It 
seems to me I can never remember the time when contractors 
did not go to Fifth and Jackson to get their hardware. 

“It is my duty and pleasure to give you a word of wel- 
come. Why'are you welcome here? The reasons are so 
many we can hardly think of one to give first. Do we want 
your praise? No, but we do want your prestige. What's 
that? Respect based on knowledge and close acquaintance. 
The president, both vice-presidents, the general manager and 
the assistant general manager are away on business. In their 
absence, the company instructs me bid you welcome. We 
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want better acquaintance, and we may both expect from it 
mutual pleasure and mutual profit.” 

John F. Baker, president of the association, responded to 
Mr. Thomas’ greeting. He said: 

“On behalf of, and speaking for our association, I desire 
to thank you, sir, for this royal welcome. I may say at once 
that we are glad to be here. 

“One year ago, in the city of Cleveland, it was my 
pleasure and honor to extend in behalf of the dealers of 
Dayton an invitation to the Ohio Hardware Association to 
come to Dayton in 1905. We said to them on that occasion: 
We’ want you to come to Dayton to see the most beautiful 
city in the state of Ohio. We want you to see a city with 
beautiful, clean streets and beautiful buildings. We want you 
to come and see its great commercial and manufacturing in- 
terests. Most of all, however, we want you to see the great 
National Cash Register Company’s factory. 

“I remember when this invitation was given that this 
part of the invitation was received with great applause. We 


are here, sir, before you to-night an association composed of 


500 of the active, aggressive, progressive hardware dealers of 
Ohio. Under the influence of this association we have made 
substantial progress in our business life. The educational 
features brought about by the discussion and consideration 
of business problems, great ideas and methods have been of 
great value to us. Best of all, however, is the fraternal 
spirit that has characterized all our meetings. This is the 
great cardinal principle that we seek to inculcate among the 
hardware dealers in every village, town and city in our state. 

“And thus we appear before you as a body of tradesmen 
who have come here at your invitation to look upon the great- 
est exhibition of thrift, perseverance, energy and system the 
world has ever seen. Let us again thank you and your cor- 
poration for this very gracious and cordial welcome.” 

An illustrated lecture on the evolution of the National 
cash register and the growth of the company organization 
and of the system of welfare work developed by President 
John H. Patterson brought rounds of applause from the 
hardware dealers. Many moving pictures were used to sup- 
plement the lecturer’s account of the N. C. R., most of them 
being welcomed with applause. When, however, two colored 
photographs made of the convention members on the factory 
Jawn after their arrival at the factory were projected on the 
twin curtains, the hardware men were taken off their feet by 
the surprise, and the applause ended only when a man up in 
front turned the hand clapping to the first of the many 
rounds of cheers. 

H.. C. Wiseman claimed the floor to present his resolu- 
tion at the close of the factory lecture. He said in part: 

“The Ohio Hardware Association has been entertained in 
many places and in many ways during the eleven years of its 
existence. In the past two or three years, it has been a part 
of our policy not to ask or expect much in the way of enter- 
tainment. You can imagine our surprise, then, on coming to 
this charming city of Dayton, where in addition to all the 
many kindnesses offered to us by the resident merchants and 
citizens of this truly Gem City, we are confronted with this 
further splendid and magnificent testimonial of good feeling 
and good fellowship at the hands of our friends—the Na- 
tional Cash Register Company. 

“Every man in the Ohio Hardware Association would 
personally thank each one of these friends. Since that is im- 
possible, each and everyone of us will never forget this kindly 
and disinterested tribute to those of us who meet with them. 
It is to voice this gratitude that I propose a resolution of 
thanks. ; 

S. Norvell of St. Louis, told some of the things he had 
learned at the factory. 

W. R. Belknap of Louisville, Ky., made an interesting ad- 
dress, in the course of which he said: 

“I think there is more evidence of human accomplish- 
ments here than in any of those wonders which have been 
the wonders of the world since the remote ages of history. 

“Certainly peace has victories no less renowned than war, 
and if we look around us for such victories we find them in 
exactly a place of this kind, where the welfare of men and 





women is consulted, where their happiness, their health are 
looked out for, where the greatest productivity is brought 
about by reason of the consideration of their health, happiness 
and welfare.” 

M. L. Corey, Argos, Ind., secretary of the National Re- 
tail Hardware Dealers’ Association, made a brief address. 
It follows. 

“We have here before you to-night a true representation 
of the value of work and persistent advertising. We have 
seen something that will continue to impress us so long as we 
may live, and as each of us go to our several communities, we 
shall take with us impressions and ideas that will help to 
make us better merchants. 

“Tt was said to me this evening that the merchants in the 
smaller towns were deficient in salesmanship. But my 
sympathies are with those mefcharits in the small°towns. I 
believe they exercise more salesmanship, man for man, than 
those in any city in this Union. 

“IT am very glad I came to Dayton. I have higher regard 
for Ohio, for Ohio business men and for the city of Dayton 
especially, and I have a very warm regard for this wonderful 
institution, the National Cash Register Company. I have 
heard it spoken of everywhere. Our members are using their 
registers. They are doing a better and safer business on that 
account. I am glad they have shown us how they make 
their registers and how they care for the people that make 
them. 

“IT want to say that Ohio has the most loyal set of or- 
ganized hardware merchants that the country has ever seen. 
We shall require more of you during the coming year than 
ever before, and with your co-operation we expect to ac- 
complish all we have planned.” 

W. P. Bogardus, Mt. Vernon, O., president of the Na- 
tional Retai! Hardware Dealers’ Association, then delivered 
the following: 


ADDRESS. 


FIRST EFFORTS LOOKED UPON WITH SUSPICION. 

It is a privilege to rejoice with you over the advance- 
ment that has been made in the last eleven years. When 
we were but a group of thirteen we had hardly hoped for the 
things that have already been accomplished. Our first efforts 
at organization were looked upon with suspicion. Both jobber 
and manufacturer who noticed the movement at all viewed 
it as a move antagonistic to their interests, and only by the 
lapse of time and careful and conscientious work have we 
been able to get, as we now have, the confidence, respect 
and hearty co-operation of the jobber in our efforts to better 
our conditions. 1 regard it is an occasion of great rejoicing 
that we are so closely allied with the jobber in the work; 
to have their sympathy and help, to have their advice and 
encouragement, and to be able to meet them in committee, 
to discuss common interests, and that they are ready to second 
our efforts and uphold us in our work, when we strive to 
better our conditions by blocking the schemes of the catalogue 
houses to ruin our business and permanently cripple us as 
retailers; I say, to have all this is a greater stride than 
we had hoped for. We owe a debt of gratitude to the 
jobbers for their loyal support in helping to defeat the 
parcels post legislation last year. We should remember 
with a long memory the willingness of manufacturers to cut 
off sales to catalogue houses at the joint request of retailer 
and jobber. 

GREAT WORK IS DONE BY COMMITTEES. 


While our annual gatherings are sources of information 
and pleasant memories, the great work done is by the com- 
mittees that are appointed at the several association meet- 
ings. To have arrived at a point where we can meet both 
jobbers and manufacturers in conference and in a quiet 
way discuss the troubles and vexations that are incident 
to our business, is a condition not dreamed of at our first 
meeting eleven years ago. All these advances have come 
from organization. Whatever of success we may have 
must come from organized effort. An organized effort made 
by a few has not the force that numbers give. Therefore, 
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to be completely successful all must help on the work, and 
the measure of our success will be the unanimity with which 
we present our views. 


FORCE OF PUBLIC OPINION. 


A potential factor in the control of men arid measures 
is public opinion. Can we not, and is it not our duty, as 
citizens, to help form public opinion that is opposed to 
special privileges for any class—that is opposed to the gov- 
ernment going into the transportation business in competi- 
tion with its citizens; that is opposed to the practice of 
giving to large shippers of freight rebates and favors that 
are denied to the small shipper; that is opposed to the 
parcels post legislation that will build up the catalogue 
house and ruin the retailer in the small towns; that is op- 
posed to the practice of railroads demanding and collecting 
demurrage on goods not taken immediately by the con- 
signees, but refusing to consider any liability for goods that 
are needlessly detained by them while en route; a public 
opinion that will demand and be satisfied with nothing less 
than fair play for everybody and favors to none? These

are possible things that come from our organization. Shall 
we fail to improve our opportunities? 
UNITED EFFORT IS KEYNOTE OF SUCCESS. 


The keynote of our success is a united effort on the 
part of us all. We shall not fail. From the north, from 
the cast and south and west comes the cheering news of 
increased membership and of an enthusiasm that bids fair 
to sweep every hardware man in the country into the ranks 
of the associaticns, and Ohio, the oldest of them all, shall 
not be a laggard in the race.

Promptly at 9 o'clock, Thursday morning, President 
Baker called the convention to order, and as mutual fire in- 
surance was first upon the program the meeting went into 
Committee of the Whole, with J. P. Duffy, president Ohio 
Hardware Dealers’ Mutual Fire Insurance Company, in the

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George M. Gray, secretary of the Ohio Hardware Deal-

REPORT.

A CHANGE IN THE STATUTES. 


There have been some changes governing the statutes 
under which we are incorporated, all of which we believe is 
for the best interests of all who are interested in mutual fire 
insurance. I quote from the Superintendent, Hon. I. E. 
Vorys’ report of insurance, 1904, as follows: “Section 3634 
forbids the incorporation of a mutual fire insurance company 
until not less than $500,000.00 in not less than 200 risks, 
not exceeding $5,000.00 each, have been subscribed and 
premiums thereon are paid in cash, aggregate, not less than 
$10,000.00, each subscriber agreeing to a liability of not less 
than three nor more than five annual premiums. The law 
‘should permit the articles of incorporation to be filed with 
the Secretary of State and the corporate existence of the 
company to be established, and then authorize the company 
to solicit insurance, but forbid the issuing of policies until 
the conditions so enumerated are complied with. As a pro- 
tection against the imposition of authority to solicit insur- 
ance, a bond can be exacted to the company as a prerequisite 
of such power.” 

FIRST YEAR PREMIUMS MUST BE PAID IN CASH. 


The law now holds that premiums for the first year 
must be paid in cash. In organizing the O. H. D. M. F. Ins. 
Co., we were allowed to use the sight drafts, and issue poli- 
cies on same, by having the money in the bank. This was 
secured to the bank by ten men, a plan of which was gone 
over in my report at the last convention. By studying the 
law controlling insurance companies, you will observe that 
it is difficult to organize an insurance company in the state 
of Ohio, and when a company is organized, the requirements 
of same are such that it takes a well planned and careful 
business management to remain in existence. In justice to 
all, the superintendent of insurance has power to examine 
all companies under the supervision of department, and he 
therefore sends a special examiner once a year, who takes 
full possession of books, and reports as he finds them. You 
gentlemen who are policy holders in our company doubtless 
recollect the very complete and satisfactory report made by 
G. W. Steinman, special examiner, last August, when he was 
sent by the State Department of Insurance to inspect our 
books. Copies of this flattering report were sent to every 
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‘policy holder, and the minute exactness of the report shows 
how thoroughly your interests are guarded. 


POLICY HOLDERS ASSUME OFFICERS’ ABILITY. 


The policy holders assume the ability of the officers to 
conduct the business in accordance with the law, and we are 
pleased to refer you to the report from the Assistant Exam- 
iner of Insurance, which shows that our company is in ex- 
cellent condition, and is highly approved by the department. 
Mutual insurance has come to stay. Hardware men have 
found by experience that we have been paying too high 
rates, and a thorough investigation will convince any fair- 
minded business man that a mutual company conducted in 
accordance with the laws of our great state, will not only 
save its policy holders money, but will also build up one of 
the strongest insurance companies in Ohio. A few years ago, 
the writer was opposed to mutual insurance, but on traveling 
over our state, found that our best business men are taking 
all the mutual insurance they can get, and on close investi- 
gation found that those who were insured in mutual com- 
panies were saving anywhere from 20 te°35 per cent. Times 
change, and men change with them, and we now take mutual 
insurance in preferenee to old line companies. That is to 
say, with the exception of those who have the ot kind. 


SHOULD HOLD OFFICERS TO STRICT ACCOUNT: 


In Hon. A. I. Vorys’ address to the Ohio hardware men 
at Columbus, O., in 1903, he urged that we hold our officers 
to strict account. The more we have to do with management 
of this company, we are persuaded that it was a good ad- 
vice. We are daily receiving applications artd inquiries for 
insuranee, that if were accepted and written, would probably 
greatly retafd our growth,’ and possibly prove disastrous. 
Our policy, as stated over and over again, is to have small 
risks well -scattered, and we urge the hardware dealers of 
Ohio, first, if you haven’t ary insurance with us, to give us 
a portion of your risks, on your stock and residences, and 
then, may we ask that you help us to secure good risks on 
your competitors and friends who are not insured with us. 
We have 550 risks, and as many of these have more than one 
policy, when gone over carefully, only gives us 480 members. 
We have about fourteen hundred hardware men in the state. 
It is reasonable to suppose that we should have at least one 
thousand members, who would probably give us twelve to 
fourteen hundred policies. These risks, if conservatively 
placed, taken at the regular rates you are paying, in ten 
years will build up a company, judging from past history, 
that will give us insurance at from 33% to 60 per cent cheaper 
than you can obtain it from any other company. Permit me 
to suggest that each one of you pay close attention to the sur- 
rounding and interior of your stores and buildings. 


DEALERS SHOULD TAKE PRECAUTIONS, 


What precaution do you take, relative to your waste paper, 
ashes from your stoves and furnaces, rubbish accumulating 
from unpacking of goods? What kind of light have you in 
your cellars, and are they given proper attention? The writer 
went into the cellar of a tental hardware store not long 
since to find seven jets burning gas, no one light, the blaze 
of which was five inches from the ceiling, with no protection. 
Found the ceiling, or floors above, had been saturated with 
floor oil, and had the floor caught fire from one of these 
lights, it would have been almost impossible to have saved 
the building. The flues in the chimneys of every building 
require the special attention of the owners at least once a 
year. Statistics will show that the cause of the majority of 
fires has been traced to imperfect flues. 

Another very dangerous article in a store is open cans 
of paint, Japan dryer, etc. Many manufacturers will, no doubt, 
in justice to themselves, take exception to their goods being 
made of inflammable material, but listen here: The cause of 
the last loss our company sustained occurred about seven 
o'clock A. M. on the 17th day of February, 1905, and orig- 
inated from a spark falling from a match into a can of Japan 
dryer. Hydrants were frozen and no water was played for 
one-half hour. The assured sustained a total loss with not 
more than half enough insurance, caused from this seemingly 
trivial matter. Last, but not least, we would say only the 
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watchfulness and care relative to your form that covers your 
stock will keep you on the safe side in case of a disastrous 
conflagration. The best time to adjust a loss by fire is when 
the policy is written. Every policy holder should have a 
printed form and, as it is far better and easier to pay a lawyer 
to keep you out of trouble, rather than pay one for getting 
you out after you get in, have your lawyer help you get up 
your form, and then your policies will all concur, which is 
very important. 
BOOKKEEPING HAS IMPROVED. 

Am glad to note that during the past few years there has 
been quite an improvement in the system of bookkeeping 
among the hardware men. Our worthy friend, Henry F. 
Rabe, states that our last adjustment was the easiest he ever 
had. The assured had his loss list all made out. His books 
were kept systematically, so the adjusters could find what 
they wanted without any trouble. “I think I have so much,” 
or “About so much” does not go in adjusting a loss. Every 
business man should systematize his business so he may see 
his weak points as well as kis strong ones; what comes in 
as well as what goes out. Policies written for jobbers and 
large dealers must be in accordance with their splendid sys- 
tem, or be rejected; why should this not apply to the small 
dealer as well? 

ARE BUILDING ON A SOLID FOUNDATION. 

In conclusion, I have endeavored to show you in my re- 
port our company in its true light. That we are building 
on a solid foundation that will weather the storms that are 
sure to come. There is little use in ringing the bell, be it 
ever so loud, to call men to an empty table. I want the 
hardware men of the state to look upon this as their company 
—as a part of their business investment. It is trite, but true, 
that “United we stand and divided we fall.” In these days of 
keen competition, expenses must be shaved down where they 
can be—and one way to save money is to place your insur- 
ance in the Ohio Hardware Dealers’ Muitual Fire Insurance 
Company. It is cheap, and it is “safe and sane” as well. You 
will always find us willing and ready to stand forth in the 
limelight at all times and take you into our confidence on all 
points. We want your insurance and we shall ever try to 
merit your friendship. 

W. P. Lewis, ex-president of the Indiana Retail Hard- 
ware Dealers’ Association treasurer of the National 
Retail Hardware Dealers’ Insurance Co., then addressed the

After which Mr. Lloyd of Bindley Hardware Co., Pittsburgh, 
addressed the convention. 

The Question Box, led by H. C. Wiseman, Springfield, 
was next taken up, and the following questions were dis- 
cussed: 

1. Does the Ohio Mutual Fire Insurance Company take 
policies on stocks other than hardware? Yes. 

2. Give experience in successful advertising and the use 
of printers’ ink? 

3. Is it right for hardware jobbers to sell hardware to 
contractors and large consumers? 

4. Do you consider Butler Bros. hardware jobbers or 
a catalogue house? 

5. Does it pay to issue illustrated catalogues for local 
business in competition with large catalogue houses? 

6. Is seed business a profitable line to add to a hard- 
ware stock? 

7. Does any hardware dealer in Ohio do a strictly cash 


business? 
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8. What percentage of profit should you share with clerks 
in addition to salary? 

The meeting then adjourned. 

THURSDAY AFTERNOON SESSION. 

A motion was carried to instruct delegates to the Na- 
tional Convention to endeavor to induce manufacturers of 
both fence and brass wire to adopt a uniform gauge. 

The question box was then taken up, in charge of H. 
C. Wiseman, Springfield.

2. How can we best make good clerks of our salesmen? 

3. Will not an open price increase trade among competi- 
tors? Where, if there is a combination of prices it will cause 
trade to look after other markets?

Resolved, That the hearty thanks of the O. H. A. be ex- 
tended to our hosts, who have so liberally contributed to our 
entertainment and welfare, especially to the local hardware 
dealers for their magnanimous and untiring efforts in our be- 
half; to the Algonquin Hotel management for their efficient 
facilities that they have afforded us for the holding of our 
convention; to the National Cash Register Co. and the Egry 
Autograph Co. for the use of their efficient and labor saving 
registers ; to the local press and trade journals for their cour- 
teous treatment, loyal support and active interest in making 
this convention a success. . 

Resolved, That we recognize the untiring work and loyal 
support accorded our association by the commercial travelers, 
and thank them for their loyalty and endeavors to make our 
visit here pleasant and memorable.

TORRID ZONE FURNACES.

This furnace is all cast iron. It has six return flues 
besides the large horseshoe shaped flue at the base of

the furnace. This horseshoe flue is suspended from 
the dome and raises and lowers as the furnace expands 
or contracts from heat or cold, thus avoiding all 
strains on the joints. All joints are cup shaped and 
guaranteed dust and gas proof. 

The horseshoe flue being near the base of the fur- 
nace and consequently at the point of the admittance 
of the cold air, is a powerful aid in itself as it heats 
the air rapidly and prepares it for the greater heated 
surfaces above. 

The dome, above the feeder, is made in one piece, 
a most desirable feature in this part of a furnace. Its 


shape is such that it divides the smoke equally into 
six parts from whence it is carried to the horseshoe 
flue at the bottom. 

By circulating the smoke so thoroughly inside the 
casing, practically all the heat is utilized.

SPECIAL SIDE WALL REGISTER. 

The Tuttle & Bailey Mfg. Co., New York, Chica- 
go and Boston, advise us that their new Special side 
wall register fills a need where it is desirable to heat 
a lower and upper room from a single flue, and where 
the partition limits the capacity of the flue to what is 
required in upper room alone. 

These registers project two inches into the room, 
allowing the floor to be cut out, and also using the 
space occupied by the lath and plaster, in all about 
three inches, nearly doubling the capacity of the flue 
to the lower room, it is claimed. 

The heat can be conducted entirely to either room 
or partly to each. An air space around the tin box 
where attached to the register affords protection to the 
wood work. 

The only carpenter work required is to cut the base 
board to admit the register, and screw in fast to the 





base board. 

The grille face, of very ornamental design, is suffi- 
ciently open to allow free flow of air without being 
coarse or unsightly. The face does not swing, permit- 
ting articles to be thrown in, but is screwed firmly to 
the frame. The face and deflector may be removed to 
allow attaching to the tin box. 

The frame is of cast iron with rounded corners. The 
deflector is of sheet steel, operated by a neat lever that 
holds it in any position desired. 

This firm have recently improved this register to al- 
low its easy installation. There are no projections 
from the inner edge of the frame, thus allowing the tin 
to be brought through the opening without cutting, 
and when carefully turned over the edge, and the face 
replaced, a perfectly solid connection is made. A 
flange on the back of the face forces the tin into 
proper flat shape and prevents it from interfering with 
the movement of the deflector. 

A flange has also been added to the back of the 
frame, to accommodate those who do not wish to bring 
the tin through the opening. 

After trimming the tin box to fit closely against the 
back of the register frame, the register may be pushed 
into the tin box. 

Strips of tin may be soldered to the tin box and 
brought through the openings in the frame, made for

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


A pronounced improvement in pig iron sales, to- 
gether with a continuation of the heavy buying along 
other lines, has put the whole ‘market in a more satis- 

- factory condition than at any other time during the 
last three years. The volume of sales during the first 
two months of the year has been at a rate never before 
witnessed in the history of the iron and steel industry 
in America. In spite of the fact that railroads are 
straining every effort to supply new cars to fill the 
coke demands of iron furnaces, shipments are still 
far in arrears and are likely to continue so because 
of the enormous demand for pig iron. New tonnage 
in the finished lines continues to exceed mill shipments 
and deliveries are gradually falling behind. 

Prices are due to rise still further and it is expected 
that hardly a week will pass during the next two 
months without an advance in some one of the finished 
lines. An advance of $2 a ton on steel bars took place 
at a recent meeting of the association. This advance 
had been widely heralded before the actual event took 
place and most buyers took advantage of the old 
schedule and filled their needs at that time. The de- 
mand for steel bars is still very keen, however. It 
is expected that an early advance in hoops will take 
place. Merchant pipe went up $1 a ton on the first 
of the month. Both specifications and new business 
since that time have attested to the wisdom of the 
move, for neither have let up in the slightest. Rail- 
roads are quite free with their orders. The local mill 
reports that orders for standard sections to be deliv- 
ered during the present year are rapidly nearing the 
half-million mark. The B. & O., the Pennsylvania 
and Western Maryland roads have placed orders for 
over 25,000 cars and almost 1,000 locomotives. The 
freight tie-up in foundry coke was rather severe, but, 
with the advent of warm weather, the situation is be- 
coming more satisfactory. There is still a marked 
scarcity, however, and prices are firm. 





PIG IRON. 

There is a very strong market for pig iron, and 
sales have been freely made both north and south. 
Trade in the West has been heavier, and the New 
England trade is better than it was a month ago. 
Some good-sized lots of Virginia iron have recently 
been placed at full prices, and the market seems to 
be in excellent shape. The general improvement 
which extends through all branches of the iron and 
steel trade has made the situation of pig iron one of 
considerable strength. Good-sized sales have made 
for delivery throughout the year. Bessemer iron is in 
better demand, outside of the recent heavy purchases 
of the Steel Corporation, which is credited with having 
bought 70,000 tons of iron in February. There has 
been continued activity in basic iron in the East, and 
not less than 75,000 tons is reported to have been 
placed in Pennsyl: ania markets during the week. Buy- 
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ing in foundry grades, both East and West, seems to 
be confined to large concerns. Smaller buyers are 
quiet for the time being, but seem anxious to have 
deliveries on old orders, which would indicate that 
their melt is keeping up. A few foundrymen, with 
reputations for being shrewd buyers, are reporting dis- 
tinct improvement in their own lines and prophesying 
a revival of general foundry trade with the return of 
good weather. 

Producers are having a hard struggle to keep down 
costs. Weather conditions have all been against trans- 
portation and the handling of materials and furnace- 
men declare that operating conditions in January and 
February have been worse than any period in their 
recollection. The outlook for any reduction in coke 
prices during the last half of the year is small and 
the advanced schedules for lake ores will help to move © 
costs up another peg. Consequently sellers are mov- 
ing cautiously and are not willing to book heavily 
ahead except at advances over current quotations. 
Production appears to have about reached its limit, 
and in spite of the dullness in foundry trade and the 
adverse weather conditions consumption to all ap- 
pearances has held its own during February. There 
is every reason to believe that the melt of pig iron 
will increase with the advent of spring; so that it is 
difficult to see anything ahead but firm and advancing 
markets. 

The reported consolidation of southern producers of 
pig iron has been the chief event of the week. At 
the time of writing nothing definite is known to the 
public beyond the statement that the control of the 
four leading companies has passed into the hands of a 
group of financiers, who intend to merge them. If 
these reports prove true, southern prices may natural- 
ly be expected to stiffen. Southern furnaces are de- 
clining to sell for deliveries during the second half, 
and, as no other sales are in demand, only a small 
amount of tonnage was booked. The bulk of orders 
taken ranges from 500 tons downward. A number of 


. round lots are pending, including one of 15,000 tons 


basic. Northern irons are selling more ‘freely, local 
furnaces having decided to quote for second half de- 
liveries. Southern irons are still at $17.15 Chicago 
for No. 2 foundry and northern brands remain at 
$17.50, Chicago, for the same grade. 





SHEETS. 


A decided improvement is to be noted in the de- 
mand for light sheets, while the heavier brands also 
continue to sell freely. There will undoubtedly be a 
price advance in the near future. Galvanized irons 
are strong. The local hardware jobber quotes as fol- 
lows: Black Sheet Steel—No. 16, per 100 lbs., $2.70; 
No. 18-29, per 100 Ibs., $2.75; No. 22-24, per 100 
lbs., $2.80; No. 25-26, per 100 lbs., $2.85; No. 27, per

Within the last three 
or four days enough new business has been booked 
by jobbers to warrant this a priori conclusion. Spring 
goods, includilng garden hose, lawn mowers. screen- 
ing, fencing, refrigerators, builders’ hardware and 
the various kinds of bolts, are selling especially well. 
There is littlé question but what there is money in 
the country and that the retailers, and thence the job- 
bers, will get a large share of it just as soon as con- 
ditions at all favor its expenditure. 

Railroads are complaining seriously regarding the 
condition of the freight traffic which the recent cold 
and snow have rendered inevitable. Freight cars, be- 
sides being very scarce, are badly tied up, scattered 
over the country and hemmed in by snow drifts. 
Moreover, meteoroligical conditions in a great many 
instances have made it practically impossible for the 
cars to be unloaded after they had been pulled to their

destination. With the warmer weather and the new 
ears, which are being ordered by all roads in antici- 
pation of heavy traffic in the near future, it is ex- 
pected that freight deliveries will soon be up to 
normal.

It might not, perhaps, be inapropos to mention the 
existence of an embryonic trust, formed by the truck 
farmers of Wisconsin, for the control of prices on 
cabbages, radishes, strawberries and other small prv- 
duce. Prices on these products were quite high last 
year and it is quite apparent that these farmers «re 
determined that prices shall stay so. It is apparent 
likewise that they are determined that if anyone is to 
get a good-sized profit from these high prices it 
shall be the producers themselves rather than the big 
wholesalers of the cities. It is safe to assume that 
this movement in favor of the out-of-town farmer as 
against the citified capitalist will result in increased 
profit for the hardware retailer also. Perhaps it 
might be well for hardware retailers in other states to 
inaugurate similar campaigns.

CHICAGO IRON MARKET. 


A pronounced improvement in pig iron sales, to- 
gether with a continuation of the heavy buying along 
other lines, has put the whole market in a more satis- 

‘ factory condition than at any other time during the 
last three years. The volume of sales during the first 
two months of the year has been at a rate never before 
witnessed in the history of the iron and steel industry 
in America. In spite of the fact that railroads are 
straining every effort to supply new cars to fill the 
coke demands of iron furnaces, shipments are still 
far in arrears and are likely to continue so because 
of the enormous demand for pig iron. New tonnage 
in the finished lines continues to exceed mill shipments 
and deliveries are gradually falling behind. 

Prices are due to rise still further and it is expected 
that hardly a week will pass during the next two 
months without an advance in some one of the finished 
lines. An advance of $2 a ton on steel bars took place 
at a recent meeting of the association. This advance 
had been widely heralded before the actual event took 
place and most buyers took advantage of the old 
schedule and filled their needs at that time. The de- 
mand for steel bars is still very keen, however. It 
is expected that an early advance in hoops will take 
place. Merchant pipe went up $1 a ton on the first 
of the month. Both specifications and new business 
since that time have attested to the wisdom of the 
move, for neither have let up in the slightest. Rail- 
roads are quite free with their orders. The local mill 
reports that orders for standard sections to be deliv- 
ered during the present year are rapidly nearing the 
half-million mark. The B. & O., the Pennsylvania 
and Western Maryland roads have placed orders for 
over 25,000 cars and almost 1,000 locomotives. The 
freight tie-up in foundry coke was rather severe, but, 
with the advent of warm weather, the situation is be- 
coming more satisfactory. There is still a marked 
scarcity, however, and prices are firm. 





PIG IRON. 

There is a very strong market for pig iron, and 
sales have been freely made both north and south. 
Trade in the West has been heavier, and the New 
England trade is better than it was a month ago. 
Some good-sized lots of Virginia iron have recently 
been placed at full prices, and the market seems to 
be in excellent shape. The general improvement 
which extends through all branches of the iron and 
steel trade has made the situation of pig iron one of 
considerable strength.’ Good-sized sales have made 
for delivery throughout the year. Bessemer iron is in 


better demand, outside of the recent heavy purchases 
of the Steel Corporation, which is credited with having 
bought 70,000 tons of iron in February. There has 
been continued activity in basic iron in the East, and 
not less than 75,000 tons is reported to have been 
placed in Pennsyl: ania markets during the week. Buy- 
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ing in foundry grades, both East and West, seems to 
be confined to large concerns. Smaller buyers are 
quiet for the time being, but seem anxious to have 
deliveries on old orders, which would indicate that 
their melt is keeping up. A few foundrymen, with 
reputations for being shrewd buyers, are reporting dis- 
tinct improvement in their own lines and prophesying 
a revival of general foundry trade with the return of 
good weather. 

Producers are having a hard struggle to keep down 
costs. Weather conditions have all been against trans- 
portation and the handling of materials and furnace- 
men declare that operating conditions in January and 
February have been worse than any period in their 
recollection. The outlook for any reduction in coke 
prices during the last half of the year is small and 
the advanced schedules for lake ores will help to move — 
costs up another peg. Consequently sellers are mov- 
ing cautiously and are not willing to book heavily 
ahead except at advances over current quotations. 
Production appears to have about reached its limit, 
and in spite of the dullness in foundry trade and the 
adverse weather conditions consumption to all ap- 
pearances has held its own during February. There 
is every reason to believe that the melt of pig iron 
will increase with the advent of spring; so that it is 
difficult to see anything ahead but firm and advancing 
markets. 

The reported consolidation of southern producers of 
pig iron has been the chief event of the week. At 
the time of writing nothing definite is known to the 
public beyond the statement that the control of the 
four leading companies has passed into the hands of a 
group of financiers, who intend to merge them. If 
these reports prove true, southern prices may natural- 
ly be expected to stiffen. Southern furnaces are de- 
clining to sell for deliveries during the second half, 
and, as no other sales are in demand, only a small 
amount of tonnage was booked. The bulk of orders 
taken ranges from 500 tons downward. A number of 


. round lots are pending, including one of 15,000 tons 


basic. Northern irons are selling more freely, local 
furnaces having decided to quote for second half de- 
liveries.
